Inhabitants of towns that have not

At PieUimonte, the entire popula- 


tion camped out in the public square, 
huddled together around a statue of 
St. Anthony praying thruout the night.

Sstate Senator George WilklnB of 


Emerson arrived in Lincoln Tuesday 
to begin an investigation of state de- 
partments which is called for by a. 
resolution adopted by the state sea- 
ate. The house of representatives de- 
clined to adopt a similar resolution. 
Senator Wilkins is one of three ap- 
pointed by the state senate to do this 
jirork. The others are Senator John W. 
Robbins of Omaha and Senator W. H, 
Banning of Union. 


Senator Wilkins is here to make a 


preliminary investigation. The others 
jn the committee will be called in 
later to verify whatever work he may 
submit to them. In the meantime no 
information will be given, out about the 
progress of the inquiry or even the de- 
partments that are to be scrutinized. 
[t is understood the investigation is to 
relate wholly to financial transactions 
of any or all state departments of gov- 
ernment. 


Whether or not the expense of the 


investigation can be paid from funds 
of departments that may come under 
the inquiry is yet to be determined. 
The senate resolution 
calls for the 


payment of the expenses of the com- 
mittee out of department funds. This 
was done when the road department 
was under investigation by the gover- 
nor and both houses of the legislature 
following 
the legislative session of 


1921. 


In this present case the senate will 


investigate on its own hook charged 
alleged to have been made by Gover- 
nor Bryan that discrepancies exist in 
the financial reports of various depart- 
ments of the state government.

JUDGE WRAY THINKS PEOPLE 


SHOULD DECIDE FINALLY. 


Best Legislation is Made Impossible 


By Partisan Fights and Direct 


Legislation is the Only 


Remedy. 


Judge Arthur G. Wray of York has 


written The Journal a statement re- 
viewing in brief some phases of the 
work of the legislature during the re- 
etint session. He makes the charge 
that party politics prevented the Ipfds- 
!atur» from doing much 
good that 


might otherwise have been accom- 
plished. 
He believed 
the people of 


the state would welcome the oppor- 
tunity to vote directly upon several 
important propositions. 


His statement follows: 
"Party 
politics 
prevented much 


good legislation in the last legislature. 
I believe the people of the state would 
welcome the 
opportunity of voting 


directly upon several important pro- 
positions if placed on the ballot in 
1924: 


"(1) First would be a constitutional 


amendment to eliminate party politics 
from state and county elections and 
provide for a legislature of one house. 
Better results would be obtained from 
a non-political legislature, and the 
check of one house by the other is not 
needed when the people have the pro- 
tection o£ the initiative and referen- 
dum. 


"(2) 
The republican code law and 


the democratic assembly bill for the 
reorganization 
of executive 
offices 


clashed all during the session. The re- 
sult was a political draw. The voters 
should now deal 
with the question 


directly. I believe an amendment can 
be drawn which will do away with the 
present dual system, avoid the weak- 
ness of the assembly plan, and meet 
the approval of the people regardless 
of political lines. The amendment I 
have in, mind does not go as far as 
the strict short ballot advoqate might 
desire. I would submit an amendment 
providing for the election by the peo- 
ple of the governor, 
the lieutenant 


governor, the railway commission, and 
state superintendent of schools and 
then authorize the governor, with the 
approval of the legislature, to form a 
cabinet by appointing a secretary of 
state; an attorney general, a secretary 
of the treasury, a secretary of labor, a 
secretary of public lands and build- 
ings, a secretary 
of trade and com- 


merce, a secretary of public welfare 
or any other strictly executive officer 
upon whom the governor must depend 
in the administration of the law. 


(3) Judges and regents to be elected 


on non-political ballot as at present, 
provided: 


"The proposed cabinet plan follows 


the federal constitution, authorizing 
the president to form a cabinet, with 
the consent 
of the 
senate, 
and it 


avoids the weakness of the assembly 
plan which charges the governor with 
the responsibility of administering the 
-laws with the aid of independent elec-( 
tive state officers who might happen" 
to be the governor's political and per- 
sonal enemies. 


"The cabinet plan provides for the 


elective of about as many state of- 
ficers in whom there is a sustained 
public interest- The right to vote for 
all of the state executive officers as 
now provided is not the most valu- 
able right due to the fact that their 


name* appear on our present long bal- 
lot 
There is, not a man in the state, 


•\ ho. without looking it up, can name, 
(to say nothing ol knowing their Qual- 
ifications) the state candidates who 
appeared on th* long ballot at the 
last primary and general election. 


"There could be no danger in trust- 


ing the governor 
to form a cabinet 


with the consent of the legislature, be- 
came the governor must be elected 
eveiy two years, and the people could 
provide later on for the recall of the 
governor at any time, if a tendency 
to abuse 
the appointing 
power de- 


veloped, or special Interests attempt 
to dominate the cabinet. It must be 
admitted that the 
special interests 


now have the opportunity of securing 
j-pprPsentativcs among elective state 
officers in the contusion of voting the 
long ballot, but the cabinet plan would 
place executive responsibility where 
the people could see it and watch it. 


"(3) Another 
proposition 
I would 


like to see submitted to the people is 
the state development of water power 
by districts. 


"(4) 
Also a law authorizing cities to 


establish municipal coal yards, there- 
by authorizing 
control 
of the coal 


monopoly by public competition. 


"(5) 
An initiated amendment to as- 


sist tarmers thru rural credits "and 
the 


exemption of larm improvements from 
taxation would find considerable sup- 
port thru the state. 
Some or all of 


these measures would go a long way 
to give the people the legislative relief 
they did not get from the last legis- 
lature due perhaps to party politics as 
much as any other cause."

Clothing Needs. 


Baby should have three flannel 


abdominal bands of soft, white, un- 
hemmed flannel, fourteen to eighteen 
inches long and five to six inches 
wide—wide enough to protect the ab- 
domen 
and 
not 
wide enough 
to 


wrinkle. They, should go once and a 
half around, lap across the front, and 
pin at the side. 
After a few weeks 


the first bands may be replaced by 
three knitted ones whose lower part 
is made of wool and their upper part 
of cotton. 
If made with 
shoulder 


straps and a tab to pin to the diaper 
they will not slip around baby's chest 
and make him uncomfortable. In hot 
weather all cotton or silk shirts may 
be worn.

able to work hard all his life, and that he wants to 
keep on working until he dies. This is the testimony 
of nearly every man who has left his impress upon the 
world in which he has lived. It is worth a great deal 
more than all the theorizing of those who have gone 
only pan, of the way on the journey between the cradle 
and the grave. 
Nothing so satisfies a human being 


as the successful completion of a more or less difficult 
task, and this is created only by work. 


What's getting -wrong with some of the theatrical 


producers? A New Yorker who claimed that he was 
merely thrusting home a needed lesson was recently 
convicted and fined for producing a play that the prose- 
cutor said was a defense of harlotry and prostitution. 
Every principal character in it was connected with a 
brothel. The play revolves about the efforts of a pro- 
prietor of one of these places to raise his daughter as 
a pure girl, and his failure because of the immoral 
atmosphere he had himself created. There were scenes 
in which the immoral women discussed their trade 
and others in which the language was obscene. 
No 


mere words could characterize such conduct on the part 
of a producer, and we leave it as it stands. 


While medical science, having been so often tricked, 


Is reluctant to admit that a cure for a disease has been 
found until it has been tried out under proper circum- 
stances and over such a length of time as give assur- 
ance. It now announces that diabetes is yielding to 
treatment. About the same time we read that a cure 
has been discovered by a Chicago woman for infantile 
paralysis, another of those diseases that have baffled 
the medicos. Before we grow too enthusiastic about 
this announcement, we shall need to have further 
assurance. Yet there is this to be said, based on the 
devotion to science that is evident in so many of the 
medical profession, that in time it will conquer the 
worst foes to our health and comfort. 


Before we finally let loose of the bone of contention, 


we rise to remark, even at the risk of mixing our 
metaphors that most of the comments we have read 
about the foreign language law decision show an utter 
misconception of the facts surrounding its inception, 
the conditions "which it was sought to reach by its 
enactment and the actual place in the public school 
curriculum that foreign language teaching possessed 
before the war. 
Of course, opinions based on igno- 


rance contribute nothing to the solution of any problem. 


Some of these writers are convinced that the legis- 


lation was the result of what they call "war hysteria," 
which is another way men have of disposing of the 
other fellow's arguments. 
Yet the fact is that no 


legislation has ever been enacted in Nebraska with 
more care and less haste than this we are talking about. 
Some of the best men In the state contributed to the 
final molding of the law, after weeks of weighing every 
argument, and their desire was to lay down a per- 
manent educational policy. They took final action after 
listening to dozens of church day school men protest, 
and their conclusion was that these men, with the best 
intentions in the world in most cases, were more 
anxious to perpetuate their Another tongue in America 
than anything else. 


Ordinarily we have had little regard for the sound- 


ness of Admiral Sims' opinions, but this was because 
he seems to think that his position as a higher up fleet 
executive equips him for discussing anything connected 
with the government 
But when the admiral says that 


after having created a war college, it is inimical to 
the best interests of the people to give half of the 
important positions in the service to men who have 
not attended it he is on soun-1 ground. Training in war 
colleges teach commanders how to reach sound tactical 
decisions in time to beat the other fellow to it 
It 


might prove very costly to have an untrained man in 
the seat of power when the emergency rises. 


One frequently hears a person say that "I can't 


imagine why" so and so does thus and so. The declara- 
tion carries its own answer. It is because they cannot 
imagine why this one likes poetry, that one sacrifices 
time and money to music, this one collects books and 
magazines. It is imagination that peoples this -world 
•with fancies and tastes that give enjoyment, and those 
•who do not possess it are heavy losers when it comes 
to balancing up things.
